OHIO CLUBS TO 
SEEK NEW LAWS 


Agree on Legislative 
Program of Nine 
Planks 


Columbus, O., Nov. 1 (U. T. P. 
; S.).—The Ohio Automobile Associa- 
; tion, composed of eighty-eight af- 
filiated automobile clubs in Ohio, 
has prepared its legislative pro- 
| gram for the coming session of the 
Ohio General Assembly, which con- 
venes early in January, 1927. The 
report of the legislative commit- 
tee, headed by Joseph Gardner of 


Cincinnati, a member of the Ohio 
state Senate, was accepted by the 
trustees of the association. 

Principal points in the program 
are:— 

First—Recommendation for a 
reduction of the license fee on all 
passenger cars to $1 instead of 
from $4 to $10, as at present, 

Second—Recommendation that 
j}the Legislature oppose any addi- 
| tional tax burdens on motorists of 
ithe state and also opposing efforts 
(of public officials to divert any of 
the fees received from the taxation 
of automobiles to any other pur- 
pose except road maintenance. 

Third—Favoring a driver’s iden- 
tification law and a measure to 
indemnify persons for injury to 
person or property by the opera- 
tion of motor cars. 

Fourth—Recommends the en- 
actment of a half-mill levy on the 
general tax duplicate for read pur- 
poses. 

Fifth—Favors the appointment 
jot a subcommittee to investigate 
| the advisability of legislation fix- 
ing standards for gasoline and oil. 
Sixth—Legislation to amend the 
present law to insure the motorist 
in getting full measure at filling 
stations, 

Seventh — Recommends that 
owners of “drive yourself’ cars 
be made responsible for accidents 
arising for negligent operation of 
such cars. 

Eighth—Amiendment to the pres- 
ent law providing a heavy penalty 
for failure to remove license plates 
when a car is sold or transferred 
to another owner. 

Ninth—A law to regulate open 
parking spaces and a law to com- 
pel slow moving vehicles to travel 
at least 100 feet apart outside of 
municipalities excepting when pass-

Zest Built Car in America 
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Police Courtesy Needed 


ANY years ago Gilbert of Gilbert and Sullivan fame 

told us that “a policeman’s lot is not a happy one.” 

Since that day most of our traffic has returned to the roads 

and it has become the policeman’s lot to try and regulate 

this fast moving, hurly-burly of vehicles, attempting to get 

somewhere on roads that never were intended to carry any 

such vehicular assemblage. So the policeman’s lot is still 
not a happy one. 

Nevertheless, we do not believe that this milti- 
plying of official duties is entire justification for 
the attitude that all too many traffic policeman take 
toward drivers of motor vehicles. A minority of 
drivers, gentlemen who operate motor trucks, we 
grant, would probably not understand Chester field- 
ian conduct by officers of the law. Perhaps they 
need “bawling out.” But we do not believe that the 
average car owner, a business man with a some- 
what responsible position in the community, is any 
better for being talked to as if he were a yeggman 
caught red-handed in the practice of his profession. 
Some years ago S. F. Edge, a well-known motor car 

manufacturer of England, paid us a visit and did consider- 
able motoring while he was here. When he was leaving, the 
ship news reporters asked him what was the most remark- 
able thing that he found in America. Without a moment’s 





hesitation he answered: “The way in which your traffic! 


policemen talk to motor car owners when the latter have 
committed some infraction of the rules of the road.” 

Obviously, a policeman is entitled to hand a driver a 
ticket in case he has broken the law. We doubt that he is 
legally justified in handing him in addition a stream of 
abuse. In cases where the driver has made an error, but not 
serious enough to justify a summons to appear in court, the 
policeman is justified in pointing out the error to him, but 
he is certainly not justified in making the suggestion a coarse 
and abusive tirade. 

This condition is constantly becoming worse. Traffic 
policemen in the beginnifig conceived that by “bawling out” a 
driver who had made a mistake they prevented recurrences. 
Today the average traffic poleman appears to think that it 
is part of his duty to bawl out motor vehicle drivers, even 
for minor offenses. The policeman is the guardian of public 
safety, but he has no license for public abuse. 

Automotive organizations, dealer associations and all 
the rest of them could find a useful field of effort in enfore- 
ing reasonable courtesy on traffic policemen. Automotive 
organizations today have the power to enforce courtesy on 
public servants. It would bea very simple matter to find out 
which traffic policemen in any given town are offensive in 
the discharge of their duties, and it would also be a very 
simple matter for the automotive association to bring pres- 
sure to bear on the police department to see that the offend- 
ing servants are compelled to use due courtesy in the dis- 
charge of their duties, or else seek other lines of activity. 

A campaign for courteous policemen is very much in 
order. -

$33,000. Nevertheless, under prac- 
tical conditions, the company has 
a vital interest in the installment
